Although 16 KDES students trained 
for and attended the Dec. 11 bowling 
tournament, only four KDES students 
had the required Special Olympics 
parental and medical forms complete in 
time for the competition. With the en- 
thusiastic support of their teammates, 
these four KDES students placed in the 
competition. 

James White won first place in his di- 
vision, Antoine Brown and Travis 
Weisenberger both won second place 
medals and Jeremy Martin won a third 
place medal. 

Meredith Rodnan, SOP instructor and 
KDES coordinator for the Special 
Olympics, was proud of her students. 
“The fact that our four kids won med- 
als is really secondary. Much more im- 
portant was the group support all 16 
kids gave each other. The enthusiasm 
and social interaction it awarded these 
kids—that was the most important ele- 
ment of the competition.” 

SOP serves students who have other 
disabilities in addition to hearing impair- 
ment. These disabilities may include 
mental retardation, cerebral palsy, sei- 
zure disorders and perceptual, visual 
and emotional problems. Competitors 
in the Special Olympics must have 
mental retardation among their disa- 
bilities. 

Rodnan explained that bowling is an 
unusually good activity for these stu- 
dents since it can easily be carried into 
the family’s social life. 

Every Friday morning since late Sep- 
tember, the students trained at the Ely 
Center’s bowling alleys. David Staehle, 
the recreation coordinator, assisted the 
group.

It’s that snowy time of year again 


The question: to work 
or not to work? 


Winter is upon us, and snow has al- 
ready ushered in the new year as many 
Gallaudet employees returned to a 
white campus on Jan. 4. 

When snow falls, the first thing work- 
ers want to know is if they can jump 
back under the covers and look forward 
to a day off, or if they must formulate 
a game plan for trudging off to the job. 

For Gallaudet employees at both 
Kendall Green and the Northwest Cam- 
pus, the answer can be found by 
telephoning Gallaudet or by running 
down the dials on their televisions or 
radios. 

“Generally we try to make a decision 
by 6:45 a.m., and many times earlier,” 
said James Barnes, vice president for 
Administration and Business. Barnes 
shares with Provost Catherine Ingold 
and Dr. Robert Davila the responsibility 
of deciding whether Gallaudet will con- 
tinue operations in the event of a major 
snow storm. 

Although many departments on cam- 
pus have inner networks that spread 
the word from supervisors to em- 
ployees, it is important for employees 
to take the initiative in finding out 
whether or not they should report to 
work, said Barnes. The surest way to 
get the message is to call campus for a 
recording, x5666 (V) or x5656 (TDD), 
or tune in to TV or radio, said Barnes. 

Television stations that are scheduled 
to carry the message are WRC, Chan- 
nel 4; WJLA, Channel 7; WDVM, 
Channel 9 (closed captioned); and 
WTTG, Channel 5. 

The radio stations which are sup- 
posed to include Gallaudet in their 
snow announcements are WKYS, 93.9 
FM; WGAY, 1050 AM and 99.5 FM; 
WRC, 98.0 AM; WUST, 1120 AM

And miles to go 
before they sleep 


“Everybody shovels their sidewalks 
and driveways, but they just don’t un- 
derstand the magnitude of clearing 
snow from a 100-acre campus. You 
don’t know how different it is until you 
do it.” 

That’s Lawrence Ott’s impression of 
shoveling Gallaudet University out of a 
major snowstorm. And he’s done it. 

As manager of Gallaudet’s Grounds 
Services Department, Ott has orches- 
trated the mammoth job of snow 
removal long enough to know that his 
department’s biggest foe is always un- 
predictable and that a different battle 
plan has to be called out every time the 
white stuff starts to fall. 

“You never do the same thing twice. 
You base your strategy on what the 
forecasters say, and if they’re wrong, 
youre wrong,” he said. 

The Veterans Day snow on Nov. 11 
was a case in point. The 10-12 inches 
of snow that fell baffled weather fore- 
casters, and because they didn’t get the 
word out, cleanup all around Washing- 
ton was hindered. 

On that occasion, Ott said his 
15-man crew spent 272 hours over a 
three-day period solely on clearing the 
campus’ 4 1/4 miles of sidewalks, 2 3/4 
miles of roads, 325,000 square feet of 
parking lots, and 1,444 steps—the lat- 
ter of which is always “a major 
headache,” he said. 

Last winter, when snow fell on three 
occasions Jan. 22-30, Grounds Serv- 
ices logged more than 300 hours in 
overtime alone to keep the campus ac- 
cessible to students and employees. 

Predictions of snow mean that 
Grounds Services employees come in at 
5 a.m. and often don’t leave until late 
at night. Depending on their progress

ADAPSO donations help ENFI 


The ADAPSO Foundation recently 
donated $22,500 to Gallaudet Universi- 
ty for the English Natural Form Instruc- 
tion (ENFI) program. 

In addition, Boeing Computer Serv- 
ices Company donated a variety of 
computer hardware to ENFI valued at 
more than $100,000. Douglas Linman 
of Boeing is committee chairman for 
the ADAPSO Foundation Grant to the 
program. 

Through its foundation, ADAPSO, a 
computer software and services indus-

for disabled and disadvantaged people 
to use computer software and tech- 
nology. 

ENFI, developed and directed by En- 
glish Professor Trent Batson, uses a 
computer network to teach written En- 
glish to students. 

“Through the ENFI project, many im- 
portant developments are being made 
to improve the English language skills 
of deaf students,” Dr. Batson said. 
“This program offers a much-needed al- 
ternative to the traditional classroom ar- 
rangement.” 

In addition to the assistance provided 
by the foundation, Metasystems Design 
Group of Arlington, Va., has offered 
access to the firm’s computer confer- 
ence system.

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that day, they may find themselves 
back on the job at 5 a.m. the next day. 

Grounds Services employees aren’t 
the only ones who take center stage in 
keeping Gallaudet operational in a 
snowstorm. Another cadre of em- 
ployees is defined as “essential person- 
nel” by Central Administration. 

“All of my people are essential,” said 
John Grigsby, superintendent of Main- 
tenance and Operations at the North- 
west Campus. 

When snow accumulates, all 13 of 
the department’s employees get into the 
cleanup act, with male employees oper- 
ating machinery and wielding shovels to 
clear the seven-acre campus’ four park- 
ing lots, sidewalks and steps, and fe- 
male employees following them 
spreading salt. 

Boiler room engineers in Kendall 
Green’s Utilities Services Department, 
who work around the clock seven days 
a week, also prepare themselves for 
long hours and hard work. 

When a major snow occurs and the 
next shift of employees can’t make it to 
work, those on duty have to stay at 
their posts. “I’ve seen [employees] here 
as long as 24 hours,” said Bill DePhil- 
lip, manager of Utilities Services. 

“Our most hectic time is during this 
time of year,” said Fred Kendrick, 
manager of Support Services, which in- 
cludes the Transportation Department. 

Transportation employees begin for- 
mulating their strategies to cope with 
the snow as early as 3:30 a.m., said 
Kendrick. “If the decision is made [to 
close school] while everyone is home, 
that’s great, but if it’s later, that’s differ- 
ent,” he noted. 

If school closes after Pre-College stu- 
dents arrive for classes, Transportation 
employees must contact the parents of 
the 200-plus students who ride buses 
to campus to let them know that their 
children will be returning home early. 

And if the parents can’t be reached 
or can’t make arrangements to meet 
their children at home, the children are 
kept at the Transportation Department 
until their parents can pick them up. 
Sometimes Transportation employees 
make special trips to take the children 
home. 

For the Department of Safety and 
Security, a snow means that employees 
must become information officers, 
notifying television and radio stations of 
Gallaudet’s change in schedule, answer- 
ing incoming calls and keeping in touch 
with state police and weather fore- 
casters about snow predictions and 
road conditions.

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[day time only]; WOL, 1450 AM; 
WAVA, 105 FM; WTOP, 1500 AM; 
WMZQ, 98.7 FM; WMAL, 63 AM; 
WRQX, 107 FM; WASH, 97.1 FM; 
WGMS, 570 AM; WPGC, 95 AM; and

Gallaudet’s snow policy provides for 
the following situations: 

e Late Arrival—The campus is opera- 
tional but employees can take up to 
two hours of administrative leave, de- 
pending on the discretion of their im- 
mediate supervisors. One new addition 
to this part of the policy is that if con- 
ditions warrant, morning classes may 
be canceled. 

e Early Departure—If weather condi- 
tions worsen after the work day begins, 
Central Administration will dismiss em- 
ployees early. 

e No Transportation—Campus opera- 
tions are open but no bus transporta- 
tion, including shuttle bus service, is 
provided. In this situation, classes at 
KDES will be canceled, but its staff and 
faculty are still required to come to work. 

e¢ Closed—All campus operations are 
suspended and classes are canceled; 
only essential personnel are required to 
report to work.
